Meeting to probe 
odor from drain 


"New" mayor welcomed

The unbearable stench emanating 
from Trouten Drain in Romulus has 
prompted residents and city and 
state officials to take a good hard 
look at the problem. 

State Rep. Edward E. Mahalak 
has contacted several state and 
county health officials and urged 
them to join residents at a meeting 
at 10 am. this Friday at Thomas 
Coleman Center, 35351 Beverly 
Road, Romulus. 

The meeting was called by 
Mahalak for the purpose of 
receiving complaints of residents on 
the Trouten Drain. 

And in correspondence with 
several health officials, Mahalak 
blames Chemical Recovery Systems 
Co., 36345 Van Bom Rd, Romulus, 
for causing “a hazardous situation" 
by dumping contaminants into the 
drain. 

Invited by Mahalak to Friday’s 
meeting are Dr. Howard Tanner, 
director of Dept, of Natural 
Resources (DNR); Dr. Maurice 
Dreizen, director of State Dept, of 
Public Health; Dr. Perry Stearns, 
director of Wayne County Health 
Dept.; and residents of the area. 

‘‘I believe that because of the 
matter of contaminants discharged 
by the Chemical Recovery Systems 
Co. into the Trouten Drain it may be 
causing a hazardous situation," 
Mahalak wrote Dr. Reizen. 

In writing Tanner, Mahalak urged 
him to send DNR officials Thomas 
Leep and Pete Oilila "and anyone 
else in connection dealing with 
chemical pollutants finding its way 
into the Trouten Draia" 

Leep and Oilila met in Mahalak’s 
Lansing office May U for the pur- 
pose of setting up a field inspection 
wlucli will take place Friday. 

The Trouten Drain has caused 
problems for quite some time now. 

Romulus Councilman Jimmie C. 
Raspberry spoke recently at a 
council meetingon the terrible odors 
coming from the drain and the many 
complaints he’s received from 
residents. He said at the Ajril 25 
meeting that the council should send 
a resolution to the DNR to have them 
send a representative to answer 
questions about the stench coming 
from the Trouten Draia 
Mayor William M. Oakley agreed 
with Raspberry saving. “The Dept.

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of Public Works was out last night 
(April 24) at 7:30 p.m. and again at 
11 p.m." 

Oakley further said that officials 
from Lansing were supposed to be in 
Romulus that morning to inspect the 
drain but had not arrived by noon. 

Romulus DPW Director Dave 
Paul verified the problems con- 
nected with the drain. "The odor is 
pungent and just about unbearable 
when you get close to the water." 

Paul also said the DNR was slow 
to respond. 

"Our man took samples of the 
polluted water at 9 pm. on April 24 
and again at 7 a.m. on April 25. We 
called DNR and it was our un- 
derstanding they would pick up the 
samples we took." 

Paul said DNR has not shown up 
to this date to pick up the samples. 
’The drain has had a bad odor for 
years,” he said. 

Mahalak said he is hopeful his 
meeting Friday morningand the on- 
site field inspection will get to the 
root of the terrible odor so it can be 
corrected 

Trouten Drain is west of and runs 
parallel to Wayne Road in a 
southerly direction to Wayne corse 
Rd, then goes in a southeasterly 
direction under Wayne Road and 
meanders through the city. 


Relocation difficult 


Two weeks ago ihe t.ru.ilus 
School Board voted to sell Romulus 
Elementary School 11165 Olive St.. 

And at Monday night’s meeting, 
board attorneys were scheduled to 
explainthe board’s options in selling 
the old building. 

Supt. James Garfield sent the 
board a detailed memo of what all 
was involved if the school is sold. 

The Romulus Elementary School 
currently houses the Headstart 
Program, Adult Education Offices, 
Special Education Offices and 
Alternative Education Offices. 

Sale of the facility would 
necessitate the relocation of these 
units, Garfield said. 

"The Headstart Program presents 
unique difficulties for relocation," 
his memo stated. "Approximately 
120 children will be involved in the 
1978-79 program taught and 
supervised by five techers and five 
aides. 

"A number of children are in the 
‘Home Start’ component of the 
program and only three classrooms 
are required. However a suitable 
meal preparation and serving area 
(kitchen) is required along with a 
teacher work area. 

"It is also desirable that the 
program be centrally located to 
encourage student enrollment, but 
also to hold down transportation 
costs." 

Garfield stated that since this 
program consists primarily of three- 
and four-year-olds, the program 
should be located in its own facility 
or a facility housing children closest 
in age to the Headstarters. 

None of the school district’s 
existing buildings meet all these 
criteria, Garfield told the board 

"The Adult Education Offices 
could be placed at the high school or 
South Junior High. These offices 
should be in a centrally located 
facility," Garfield's May 5 memo 
stated 

The superintendent said offices for 
Special Education would be more 
difficult to move elsewhere. 

"Space for 12 to 15 staff plus 
adequate office, storage, and filing 
areas is required," he stated 
"Additionally, the sensitive nature 
of the work requires these offices to 
be situated outside of a regular 
school setting. 

"Furthermore, since the staff are 
itinerant and travel daily between 
buildings, it is best that they are 
housed in a central location. Only 
Harrison has enough available 
space to house Special Education " 

Garfield estimated that if 
relocation were necessary, it would 
be best to place Adult Education at 
South Junior High, and Headstart, 
Special Education and Alternative 
Education at Harrison School. 

"Major remodeling and equip- 
ment purchase costs would be in- 
curred at Harrison," his memo 
pointed out. "Cost of transportation 
would increase significantly. Since 
the Federal government paid for the

Garfield reminded the board that 
"we would then be required to go 
through the licensingrequirementsof 
State Government agencies and 
program requirements of the 
Federal government once again." 

The superintendent explained that 
costs could not be estimated at this 
time, however he could discuss with 
the board what may have to be done 
depending on where the programs 
were relocated. 

"Also to be considered," he 
pointed out, "is the possibility of 
having to re-re-locate these 
programs if our needs for building 
use continue to change; i.e., need to 
re-open Harrison for a regular 
program in terms of declining 
enrollment in other attendance 
areas and a high student population 
existing in the Hale Creek area." 

Garfield recommended a 
minimum of 12 months to effect the 
relocation of the varous programs. 

One of the ma in persons i nterested 
in Romulus Elementary School 
property is Leo Sklar, senior citizen 
housing director of Romulus, who 
wants to build a high-rise unit for the 
elderly.

PBS expands 
programming 
for impaired 


The Public Broad- 
casting Service- 
including Channel 56. 
serving southeastern 
Michigan— is planning a 
substantial increase in 
its service to the deaf 
and hearing impaired 
for the 1979-80 season.

PBS, in conjunction 
with the Department of 
Health, Education and 
Welfare s Bureau of 
Education for the 
Handicapped, hopes to 
have special 
“decoding” devices 
available to hearing- 
impaired viewers prior 
to that season. The 
device would be in- 
stalled on the viewer’s 
television set, enabling 
the set to receive 
“closed” caption 
signals on line 21 of the 
screen. This line runs 
across the top of the TV 
screen and is normally 
not visible. 

The use of the 
decoders and line 21 
would eliminate the 
current criticism of 
“open -captioned” 
programs. Open- 
captioned programs are 
subtitled at the bottom 
of the screen and are 
visible to all viewers. 
Use of this method has 
been limited beause of 
the criticism that it 
annoys and distracts 
viewers who have no 
hearing handicap. 

However, until the 
decoders become 
available and closed 
captioning gets un- 
derway, PBS, and 
locally Channel 56, will 
continue to broadcast 
nearly five hours per 
week of open-captioned 
programs. This roster 
includes the* 
weeknightly (11:30 
pm.) “Captioned ABC 
Evening News”; and on 
Saturdays (5 to 6 p.m.) ; 
“Consumer Survival 
K it” and “Turnabout’ 
(for women and the men 
in their lives). PBS also 
will continue to caption 
various specials and 
documentaries. 


Channel 56 has 
scheduled two such 
specials for May in 
observance of 
“National Better 
Hearing and Speech 
Month.” “The Silent 
Minority,” showcasing 
the views of people who 
just happen to be deaf ; 
airs Saturday at 6 p.m 
Immediately following

dancers and actors,

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County presses its battle 


against new sewage plant 


The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners, acting at the 
request by the county health 
department, has directed its 
lawyers to “take whatever legal 
action is necessary" to prevent 
construction of the proposed Yp- 
silanti sewage treatment plant due 
to a pollution warning. 

The decision was made on the 
basis of charges that the sewage 
treatment plant would pollute 
Belleville Lake and force the ban- 
ning of swimming, fishing and water 
sports on the largest lake in the 
county. 

The board acted on an emergency 
basis at a May 4 meeting after being 
informed that bonds to finance the 
plant’s construction will be issued 
shortly. 

“Large amounts of flow from the 
clant will be dumped into Willow 
Creek, which empties into Belleville 
Lake, and polluteand probably close 
the lake for any public use,” 
Commissioner Thomas Presnell told 
the meeting. 

Willow Creek empties into 
Belleville Lake within 1,000 feet of 
the Van Buren Township bathing 
beach. 

The County Department of Health 
is responsible for checking water 
purity of lakes in the county and has 
the powet* to close them to water 
sports when pollution is above safe 
levels. 

Chief Assistant Corporation 
Counsel George Ooss said the 
seeking of a court injunction to block 
issuance of bonds for the plant was 
among the possibleact ions which his 
office would study. 

Belleville Lake and the Huron 
River, which flows through the lake, 
is “two of the choicest recreational 
facilities for the people of t his county 
and the surrounding area," Com- 
missioner Edgar Harris said. He 
added: “This past summer, 
Belleville Lake had to be closed to 
swimming, fishing and, in many 
instances, to boating. The bacteria 
showing up in the lake can come 
from only two sources— warm- 
blooded animals or human sewage. 


There are no animal farms up 
stream from the lake, so it has to be 
haman sewage.” 

Commissioner Samuel A. Turner 
(D-Detroit), a member of the 
executive committee of the 
Southeast Michigan Council of 
Governments (SEMCOG), also 
urged that Wayne County try to 
block the Ypsilanti plant. 

“We fought this in SEMCOG, 
trying to keep Ypsilanti and Ann 
Arbor from going it alone and 
building their own treatment plants. 
We tried to get them to join in the 
supersewer. ’ ” 

Commissioner Conrad L Mallet t 
(D-Detroit), also a SEMCOG 
delegate, added: “We have been 
concerned about this for over a 
year.” 


The board directed the county 
corporation counsel’s office to 
report at the next board meeting, 
probably tomorrow, on what steps 
are being taken

Tornadoes: 


Do you know what to do? 


Tornadoes have caused 227 deaths 
in Michigan since 1950 and officials 
of Belleville and Van Buren 
Township want to make sure that 
their residents don’t end up as part 
of those statistics. 

There will be a simulated tor- 
nado warning Friday to help 
residents get in practice on how to 
act, where to go and what to do in 
case of tornado weather. 

The months of April, May, June 
and July are prime tornado months 
in Michigan, which is located on the 
fringe of what is known as “tornado 
alley.” 

It is therefore important that 
residents havea planof action ready 
when they hear that “watches” or 
“warnings” are issued by the 
weather service, or when they hear 
the sirens that signal tornado 
weather. 

The first basic piece of in- 
formation you must know is the lingo 
used in reporting weather conditions 
on radio and television 

When a “tornado watch” is an- 
nounced, it simply means that 
conditions are right for development 
of a tornado The greatest frequency 
of tornadoes occurs during tem- 
peratures between 70 and 75 
degrees, with high relative 
humidities. They can occur at any 
time of the day or night, but most 
often develop in the late afternoon 
and evening hours, between 3 and 7 
p.m. 

Tornadoes develop from dark 
thunderstorm-like clouds 

They generally come from the 
southwest at speeds between 20 and 
45 miles per hour Almost all come 
somewhere from the western 
horizon 

Many times they grow out of 
spring thunderstorms and ac- 
company thunder, lightning, high 
winds and hail. 

When you hear that there is a 
watch in effect, it is best to keep a 
radio or television on to hear later 
reports on developing weather 
conditions Watches usually are two 
to six hours long, and give you time 
to prepare 

For instance, you should place 
small objects, suchasgarbage cans 
and bicycles, inside, make sure the 
family knows what to do in case of a 
tornado, and keep children under 
close supervision 

“A tornado warning” is issued by 
the weather service whenever a 
tornado actually has been sighted or 
strongly indicated bv radar The 


weather bureau also issues watches 
and warnings for severe thun- 
derstorms. 

While a watch may cover an area 
about two-thirds the size of lower 
Michigan, a warning usually is 
issued for three or four counties, 
and usually lasts no longer than l 1 ^ 
hours. 

The warning tells you to seek 
shelter immediately, to go to the 
basement or other place you have 
decided will be safest in your home. 
Move to the center of the lowest floor 
you have, preferrably in a small 
room or closet. Stay low, possibly 
under heavy furniture, and keep 
away from windows. . 

Naturally, it will be much easier to 
find that shelter, if you have planned 
well in advance the place in your 
home that is safest. 

And remember all those 
emergency items you were advised 
to buy in case of blackouts from a 
coal shortage? They will come in 
handy now. Items to have with you 
in your shelter would include 
transister radio, ’flashlight, 
blankets, and first aid kit. 

If there is time, it is recommended 
that you open some windows in your 
home to relieve pressure which will 
build up inside the building That 
pressure could cause the walls to 
blow out. 


If you are in a car when a tornado 
strikes, you should move away from 
the storm by driving at right angles 
to its path. 


But if that fails, get out of the car 
and take shelter in a low-lying land 
area — a ditch or ravine Cars can 
be tossed by the fierce wind.

What Is the “Sudden- 
Infant-Death” Syndrome? 

This is the occasion when a child, well cared for and 
robust, usually between the ages of three weeks and 
twelve months, is put to bed; a short time later the 
mother returns to the bedroom to find the child dead. 
There is no sign of struggle although the child may have 
changed position. 

This type of death is often called "crib death." It Is a 
particularly devastating experience for parents of the 
child They suffer feelings of guilt which they shouldn't. 
If they have used normal care and precaution, there's 
absolutely no reason for them to blame themselves. In 
situations such as this. It is recommended that the 
parents consult their minister, doctor or psychiatrist. 

Ongoing medical research has not yet been able to find 
any reason tor this type of death, nor can they predict 
or prevent it. "Old wives tales" and much misin- 
formation surrounds the sudden death of an infant 
under these otherwise normal circumstances.

Cancelled meeting 
corrects bad situation 


Van Buren School District Trustees, 
when faced with a difficult problem, 
such as the replacement of Superin- 
tendent Dale Kaulitz, quickly made 
the decision that such weighty 
deliberations were above the limited 
intellect of the voters. They would 
have to make the ‘tough’ decisions 
behind the safety of closed doors. Not 
only closed doors, but closed doors in 
Romulus. 

But to provide a cloak of legality for 
that closed meeting in the face of the 
Open Meetings Act, Superintendent 
Kaulitz called Lansing and Senator 
William Faust’s office for clarification 
of the law. Faust’s aide, David 
Callanan took the call and relayed 
Kaulitz’ question to Assistant Attorney 
General Mark Blumer. 

The question asked by Kaulitz was, 
“does the law require posting of notice 
for the planned closed meeting?” 

Blumer's reply was yes. Any 
meeting of any public body must be 
announced to the public. Callanan then 
sent off a letter to Kaulitz informing 
the Superintendent that the meeting 
would have to be posted. 

In spite of the fact that the Open 
Meetings Act requires that any 
Scheduled meeting of a public body 
must be posted in advance, and that no 
closed meeting may be held unless the 
body votes at an open meeting to meet 
in closed session, the Van Buren 
school board scheduled the Romulus 
meeting. And why in Romulus? 
Certainly there are adequate facilities 


About ' Open 


We at Associated Newspapers 
feel that it would be appropriate for us 
to provide both elected officials and 
the residents of the areas we serve 
with a review of the more important 
sections of the law as it affects the 
right of citizens to attend public 
meetings, and as the law outlines the 
responsibility of elected officials to 
provide access to those meetings. 

The following provisions of the Open 
Meetings Act, are from Michigan’s 
Attorney General Frank J. Kelley’s 
opinion No. 5138 of 1977. 

The Open Meetings Act applies to all 
public officials engaged in any 
meeting for the purpose of considering 
or adopting a public policy. The only 
exclusion is a chance gathering NOT 
designed to avoid provisions of the 
Act. 

The following paragraph from the 
act essentially outlines what con- 
stitutes a meeting between elected 
officials: 

Meetings with a quorum present 
held to deliberate a public question 
must be held at a public meeting 
Thus, if the members of the public 
body gather, a quorum being present, 
for the purpose of deliberating, the 
meet ng is subject to the provisions of 
the act even if there is no intention 
that the deliberations shall lead to the 
rendering of a decision on that oc- 
casion. 

Other provisions of the Open 
Meetings Act require public notice of 
any meeting that will be held by a 
public body, and that a closed meeting 
may be called for only during an open 


for the meeting in Van Buren , and at 
no cost to the School system. 

Board members Ron Tocco and 
Charles Paas have both publicly ex- 
pressed concern over the necessity for 
the closed meeting, and to their credit 
have urged the board to make the 
meeting public. 

It is unfortunate that the Van Buren 
school board members appear to have 
such little regard for the voters of that 
district. But we are not too surprised. 

It was this same school ad- 
ministration and board that have 
made it so difficult for the citizens 
within the district to gain information 
about the board and its operations. 

Last year when several citizens 
questioned the salaries being paid to 
school administration, those citizens 
were given the run-around by Jack 
Hosmer, director of business affairs, 
who required that any such request be 
made in writing. 

Fortunately, school board officials 
have now made the decision to cancel 
the closed meeting. We hope that 
decision was based on what is best for 
the residents of the Van Buren School 
District rather than in the best 
ihterests of the board members 
themselves. 

But, in the meantime, board 
members and the administration as 
well should take this opportunity to 
review all provisions of the Open 
Meetings Act. 

Van Buren schools belong to the 
residents of the district. They should 
be treated accordingly. 


Meetings Act ' 


meeting of the public body, and upon a 
two-thirds vote of the body. Should the 
public body vote to close the meeting 
for any one of the eight listed exemp- 
tions to the Open Meetings Act, they 
may do so, but must keep a record of 
the proceedings via minutes just as if 
the meetings were open. 

But, the most important provisions 
of the Open Meetings Act, and the 
provisions that give the citizens the 
necessary clout to ensure compliance 
by their elected officials, are the 
penalties provided by the act for 
violations. 

A public official who intentionally 
violates the act is guilty of a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine of 
not more than $1,000. A second 
violation by the same official within 
the same term of office is punishable 
by a fine of not more than $2,000. 

In addition, elected officials are 
personally liable for the effects of 
intentionally violating provisions of 
the act. Any citizen who feels that an 
official has violated provisions of the 
act, and that violation has created 
problems for them, may initiate a civil 
action aimed at the elected officials 
involved. Any official found guilty of 
such a violation will be held personally 
responsible for actual and exemplary 
damages of not more than $500 plus 
costs. 

The citizens now have the muscle to 
ensure that elected officials comply 
with the provisions of the Open 
Meetings Act, the act designed to 
ensure openness in government 
necessary for a democracy.

She earned a Bachelor s Degree in Speech 
Pathology in 1968 from Western Michigan 
University and later received her Master s in 
Deaf Education from Eastern Michigan

Barbara and her husband, Keith, are the 
parents of three boys. Jason, 6; William, 4; 
and Wayne, 18 months. The family has 
resided in Van Buren Township the past 
eight months after spending the previous 
three years in California. 

Keith has been employed as an engineer at 
the Ford Motor Company for 10 years. 

Barbara's hobbies include sewing and 
reading and the yong homemaker plans to 
more active as a result of recently joining the 
new racquetball club at Lemontree Apart 
ments. 

As I listen to the cSscontent of people 
concerning public education, and read of 
national polls reflecting people’s concern 
about the quality of public education, I 
fear for the existence of a common 
educational experience for our children. 

How do the Van Buren Public Schools fit 
into the overall national concern about 
public education? 

People here are dissatisfied with the 
quality of education. 

Why'’ The Citizens Advisory Council has 
established a list of criticisms and con- 
cerns of local school residents. And yet, 
there seems to be an apathy on the part of 
the general public here, as evidenced by 
the low attendance of local P.T.O. 
meetings, school board meetings, and 
educational group meetings. I hear many 
criticisms of our educational system, yet 
see involvement from only a small number 
of people. 

I believe that people feel they no longer 
have control or an eq ua 1 voice in the school 
system that they financially support. 
Discouraged by the “ Watergates” in 
government and also the “Watergates” in 
school economies, school residents have 
turned to apathy, while still holding to the 
ideal that the “professionals” (i.e., the 
school board, administrators, and 
educators) should do an excellent job in 
return for the taxpayers’ money. 

Money has never proven to be the over- 
all motive for producing excellence, as 
one can readily see in the products 
manufactured in our society or the quality 


of performance of government officials, 
office employees, or even in the job of 
parenting. 

Only people cooperating and sharing 
ideas together, and pressuring for ex- 
cellence in objectives and performance (in 
addition to adequate monies), can produce 
the motivation for quality schools (or 
quality government). 

I fear that frustrated school taxpayers 
are going to seek to “patch up” the ills 
of public education by trying different 
avenues of financing public education. One 
of the quickest * ‘patch-up” remedies would 
be the voucher system providing for each 
child to be educated in the school of a 
parent’s choice. 

On the surface, this alternative might 
appear to create motivation for quality 
education by increasing competition 
among educators, as well as possibly 
alleviating local school property taxes. 
However, it would create more 
discrimination and ineqiities than now 
exist against the handicapped and various 
ethnic, economic and intellectual 
brackets of our society. 

Groups only too willing to exploit 
chilcfren in teaching a variety of divisive 
ideologies as well as groups willing to 
financially exploit parents would be given 
the sanction to exist. 

It could well mean the end of the public 
institution that creates a commonality 
among American people — the educational 
institution that produces the democracy 
we are blessed to be a part of in the U S A. 

Public schools could end up being the 
dumping ground for the poor and han- 
dicapped, while more affluent or educated 
Americans seek out a private school. 

If the taxpayers, out of frustration and 
apathy choose to let the state and federal 
government finance education, we could 
be left eventually with gross loss of 
education tax dollars while the monies are 
sifted through levels of educational elites 
to our local schools. 

Recent studies show that the “caliber” 
and qualifications of local school board 
members are declining because no one 
wants the job of being a school board 
member. Where a void exists; the State 
will have to fill it 

Local control of schools is a must, no 
matter how we eventually finance 
education, for local involvement alone can 
stop the apathy of the masses. But, if we 
citizens care about the education of our 
chilcken, we must be actively involved in 
informing our school board as a group 


(individuals have little power and 
resources) of the needs of our children and 
the desires we have for the educatioal 
experiences of our children 

Money alone cannot motivate educators 
and administrators, but the care of 
citizens will be the motivation for quality 
education 

I suggest that rather than placing all the 
blame ; for the * ‘mess’ ’ of public education, 
on our local administrators and school 
board, that we place some of the blame on 
ourselves for our apathy 

Criticisms alone are worthless. Let us 
unite together to voice our feelings and 
recommendations After united, study of 
educational objectives and programs 

Let factory workers, white collar 
workers, professional, young and old and 
parents unite in determining the trend of 
local public education. We must be willing 
to listen to everyone’s ideas and needs, 
“put-up” with some disunity and the 
frustrations of learning to work together 
again. 

The monies that we have recently voted 
in are at stake, the quality education of our 
children is at stake, and ultimately our 
children are at stake for the next school 
year. 

Our children will be the victims of our 
apathy, negativism and blame ot others. 
We cannot expect seven people to be 
responsible for running a $12,000,000 
business without mistakes. But, if we unite 
we may be able to decrease the amount of 
mistakes and motivate all involved (in- 
cluding ourselves) to enrich the 
educational experiences of the children of 
Van Buren Public Schools. 

We can start by going to the Meet The 
Candidates Night at the High School 
Auditorium on June 5th, from 7:00 - 9:00 
p.m. Tell the candidates our hopes for 
local school education and find out if they 
are supportive of general community 
concerns. 

Also, we can unite under a group that 
already exists, The Citizens Advisory 
Council, but a group that has had too few 
members. We need a large group of 
community people to represent the 
community’s needs and desires for local 
public education. We do not need a group 
to represent small interests, but a group 
that can together provide a stimulus for a 
good general education for Van Buren 
chilcken. 

I urge you to be a part of that group. Let 
us put aside the intimidations and 
inadequacies we feel as individual s and 
unite for the common good of our children

'No hunching please'

The move by some backers of the Equal 
Rights Amendment (ERA) to persuade 
Congress to extend the deadline for 
ratification of that amendment has more 
the appearane of ‘special interest’ 
politicking than dedication to principle. 

With three states short of ratification 
and with the deadline of March 1979 ap- 
proaching, some of the feminists have 
concluded that the only hope left for 
passage of ERA rests with such an ex- 
tension. 

But, other more moderate ERA sup- 
porters feel that any extension of the 
ratification deadline would almost surely 
carry with it the proviso that any state 
which had previously approved the 
amendment would be granted the op- 
portunity of withdrawing ratification, 
thereby killing the law forever (Several 
states which previously had ratified the 
ERA amendment have indicated they 
would like to reverse their vote). 

Damned if you do and damned if you 
don’t. 

At the risk of sounding like a chauvinist, 
1 do not feel that the nation in general, or 
women in particular, need the protection 
of just another unenforceable law. 

It is my contention that women in the 
United States are more interested in 
passage of the amendment for 
philosophical reasons than for its legal 
protection. 

And that contention raises serious 
questions concerning passage of ERA 


A look at history would provide many 
comparable situations that remain un- 
solved by the mere passage of new 
legislation 

The blacks of our country were freed by 
Lincoln in 1865, but many remain in 
bondage today. Women sufferage gained 
the vote but did not noticeably increase the 
perception of the average voter. And the 
kids who were old enough at 18 to die for 
their country have not benefitted 
noticeably from lowered drinking ages. 

If women are asking for legal 
recognition, they should talk to the many 
women attorneys. If women are seeking 
recognition for what they can contribute 
they should ask one of our governors. If 
women are seeking equal treatment, they 
should ask the lady firefighter or cop. But 
if women simply want to be men, they 
must ask God 

I think it is time for the women in this 
country to clearly identify the goals they 
are seeking. It is very easy to claim 
discrimination, probably easier than to 
gain respect, but in the long run, the Equal 
Rights Amendment will provide nothing 
for women in the future that women today 
could not have simply by expending the 
necessary effort. 

A common phrase heard around the 
neighborhood marble pit is “no hunching”. 

Hunching’ is the dastardly trick of moving 
your shooting hand illegally inside the 
cirdethat contains the target marbles. 
Crossing that line gives the shooter a 


decided advantage, but says little for his 
or her ability. 

Well, I think that women are trying to 
‘hunch’. I think that any special interest 
group that would advocate special interest 
legislation is trying to ‘hunch’. 

Rather than making the effort to suc- 
ceed, many of the marble shooters of today 
are crying foul and hoping that the umpire 
will spring to their defense. But what is 
gained? 

The ‘hunching’ marble shooter may win 
the game but will always wonder what the 
result may have been had they not taken 
unfair advantage of the opponent But 
much worse, they may never learn that it 
really wasn’t necessary to hunch in the 
first place 

The challenge for women today is to win 
with the existing rules. Wanting to be 
equal, but with an advantage, is to never 
reach full potential. 

There is little doubt in my mind that 
women have, and will continue to make, 
significant contributions to society. 

But, the contribution they could 
ultimately make will certainly be 
diminished in direct proportion to the size 
of the headstart they are given. 

Equality, of course. But more than 
equal, still makes them less than equal. 
More than equal is a concession th^t 
women could not have made it on their 
own 

So ladies, welcome to the race, but no 
hunching’ please

The Bald Eagle Speaks 


'Perhaps there 

is no answer'

His real name isn’t important to this 
story; it’ll suffice to say that he was a big, 
dark-haired j)ilot from Western Texas 

His first duty station was Lowry Air 
Force Base in Denver. Colorado There his 
principal duty was to pilot a B-29 bomber 
which had been rigged out to ac- 
commodate machine gun positions for 
fledgling aerial gunners 

Three times a week he’d lift his big bird 
off the runway and fly North to the isolated 
Air Force gunnery area outside of 
Cheyenne, Wyoming — a flight of just over 
100 miles. 

Once he’d arrived in the restricted air 
space, he’d rendezvous with a fighter 
airplane which would be towing a large, 
zepplin-shaped cloth target on a 1000-foot 
tether. The young airmen in his B-29 would 
then begin to blaze away at the target in an 
attempt to learn the basics of aerial 
combat. 

Most pilots looked at him as lucky: he 
had easy duty, was able to put in for his 
flight pay each month, and was a 1 ong way 
from the real thing in Korea. 

But soft duty and too much free time can 
do strange things to a person. He took to 
boozing during his many off-duty hours. 
Suspicous eyes were raised at the Officers’ 
Club; hence, his drinking episodes began 
to occur more and more frequently in the 
many sleazy gin mills in Denver’s skid 
row. 

More than once he actually flew an 
airplane while drunk or while suffering 
from an intense hangover — something 
which a sane pilot will never do There is 
no place to park and clear up your head at 
10,000 feet! 


His drinking episodes became intensive 
Finally he was called on the carpet by the 
Squadron Commander and told to 
“straighten up or I’ll have you busted out 
of the Air Force in disgrace.” 

As one might guess, the threat was 
ignored He was grounded and confined to 
his quarters pending the initiation of 
Courts Martial proceedings 

He was ordered out of his BOQ 
(Bachelor Officer Quarters) and forced to 
finish his confinement in a BOQ further 
from the airstrip. 

As he was packing his B-4 bag to move — 
a B-4 bag is an Air Force-type suitcase — 
he noticed a pocket-sized Bible stuffed into 
the bottom of the bag The Bible had been 
given to him when he first entered the 
service, and like many GI’s, he really 
never took the time to look at it. 

This time he picked up the Bible and 
began to read it earnestly Prior to reading 
the Bible, he’d never been, as far as he 
could remember, to church a day in his 
life. He had an abundance of free time now 
that he’d been relieved of duty and he read 
the Bible several times. Then, as he put it, 
“I realized the errors of my life and 
became a born-again Christian.” 

For some reason, the Courts Martial was 
never convened Rather, he was tran- 
sferred to a base in Virginia where he 
learned to fly the B-26 bomber. His next 
duty station was an airstrip in Southern 
Korea. 

He flew night-instrusion missions with 
an intensity and fearlessness which 
terrified his crew, and often equally 


terrified other American pilots flying his 
wing. 

On several occasions, his airstrip was 
bombed. While every man who possibly 
could found a hole to crawl into during the 
bombing, he would be seen wandering 
about, Bible in hand, as if he were at a 
Sunday School picnic Hard as it may be to 
believe, he was never scratched in com- 
bat. 

One night in May — it was May 17, 1953 
to be precise — he was returning from a 
mission. The flight was routine, and at no 
time did he ever notify ground control or 
anyone else that there were any problems 
with the airplane. 

As he started his glide to the airstrip, the 
airplane suddenly dropped like a rock and 
exploded with a deafening roar some 300 
yards from the runway He was killed, and 
so was his two-man crew. 

His entire life had only spanned 25 
years; 25 years in which he’d been 
married and divorced, alcoholic and 
teetotaler, atheist and devout Christian, 
then combat veteran and finally only a 
memory as the result of an unexplained, 
once-in-a-million times accident. 

As I recalled this true story, and it is 
inded a true story, I couldn’t help but 
wonder about the curious twists that life 
can take. 

I couldn’t help but wonder at the very 
nature of life itself and the strengths and 
weaknesses of mortal man. 

But wondering is not answering. 
Perhaps there is no answer, but I chose to 
believe that the answer is within man 
himself.

Inflation tagged as top problem

‘ If you were President Carter, 
where would you place your 
priorities for the needs of our 
country 9 " It was not surprising, 
when I recently went to our readers 
with this question, that the No 1 
answer was inflation 

People are concerned with the 
high cost of living, especially in the 
areas of food and utilities where the 
consumer tas littleor no control. We 
can’t stop eating, and very few- of us 
could adjust to living without gas 
and electricity, or even a telephone 

Medical care was the second 
concern of those I polled. The high 
cost of health is a problem for 
everyone, but even more so for our 
senior citizens Having worked in a 
medical clinic in the past, I’m aware 
of what is meant by ther term 
“preventative medicine." I am also 
aware of the expense that can be 
involved. Recently, I heard someone 
use the term “defensive medicine" 
in connection with the large number 
of tests being run routinely. Are we 
responsible for this because we have 
made sueing doctors and hospitals a 
national passtime, or do some 
doctors make taking advantage of 
medical insurance plans their 
passtime? The answer probably lies 
somewhere in between. 

Contrary to recent polls, no one 
spoke out against President Carter. 
A few said they thought he was doing 
the best he could under the cir- 
cumstances.

Teresa Hay. 73, of Romulus said 
“To be frank about it, I don’t know 
just what should take priority, but I 
give him credit for trying to do a 
good job He is very sincere in what 
he is doing. For the condition the 
country was in when he took over, he 
is doing the best he can." 

Genevieve Sulkey, 63, of Sumpter 
Township said: “I would put my 
priorities in Medicare. Elderly 
people are in need of help. WTien 
they come off Blue Ooss-Blue 
Shield, they have to pay quite a bit 
for their medical Also property 
taxes are really bad on elderly 
people." 

George Blackburn, 66, of Sumpter 
Township said: “I would try to curb 
inflation, becausel think it is ruining 
this country. I was in the grocery 
store and green peppers were 44 
cents a piece and cabbage was 33 
cents a pound. Before I’ll pay those 
prices. I’ll leave them there." 

Martha Clark, a senior citizen of 
Romulus, said: “It would be to try to 
stop inflation. I think President 
Carter is a perfectly honest man, but 
I guess he is having trouble fighting 
bureaucracv."

AMENDED 

ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION 

OF THE 

CANTON, VAN BUREN AND SUMPTER 
WATER AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL AUTHORITY 


These Articles of Incorporation are adopted by the incorporating 
municipal corporations for the purpose of creating an authority under the 
provisions of Act No. 233, Michigan Public Acts of 1955, as amended 
(hereinafter sometimes referred to as the “enabling act”). 

ARTICLE I 

The name of this Authority is “Canton, Van Buren and Sumpter Water and 
Sewage Disposal Authority”. The registered office of the Authority will be 
located in the Township Hall of the Charter Township of Canton, Wayne 
County, Michigan. 

ARTICLE II 

The incorporating municipal corporations creating this Authority are the 
Charter Township of Canton and the Townships of Van Buren and Sumpter, 
all in the County of Wayne, State of Michigan, which are hereby designated 
as the constituent municipalities. 


ARTICLE III 

The purpose of this Authority is to acquire, own, improve, enlarge, extend 
and operate a water system or sewage disposal system or any part thereof in 
accordance with the enabling act. The term “water system’’ as used in these 
Articles shall include all water mains, interceptors, laterals, water 
purification plants, pumping stations, wells, and all other plants, works, 
instrumentalities and properties used or useful in connection with the ob- 
taining collection, treatment, purification and distribution of water. The 
term “Sewage Disposal System’’ as used in these Articles shall include all 
interceptor sewers, storm sewers, sanitary sewers, combined sanitary and 
storm sewers, sewage treatment plants, and all other plants, works, in- 
strumentalities and properties used or useful in connection with the 
collection treatment and-or disposal of sewage and-or industrial wastes. 


ARTICLE IV 

This Authority shall be a body corporate with power to sue or to be sued in 
any court of this state. It shall be comprised of the territory lying within the 
corporate boundaries of its constituent municipalities. It shall possess all of 
the powers granted by statutes now in effect or hereafter adopted or 
amended, and by these Articles, which are necessary to carry out the pur- 
poses of its incorporation, and those incident thereto. The enumeration of 
any powers herein or in the enabling act shall not be construed as a 
limitation upon its general powers unless the context shall clearly indicate 
otherwise. It shall have a corporate seal. 

ARTICLE V 

This Authority shall continue in existence perpetually or until dissolved by 
act of the parties or bylaw: Provided, however, that it shall not be dissolved 
if such dissolution would or could operate as an impairment of the bonds or 
other contracts. 


ARTICLE VI 

The fiscal year of this Authority shall commence on the first day of 
January and end on the thirty-first day of December in each year. 


ARTICLE VII 

The governing body of this Authority shall be a board of Trustees, 
hereinafter referred to as the “Board”, which shall consist of six trustees, 
two of whom shall be residents of the Charter Township of Canton and be 
appointed hy the Township Board of said Township and two of whom shall be 
residents of the Townships of Van Buren and Sumpter each and be ap- 
pointed by the Township Boards of said Townships. Members of the first 
Board shall be so appointed within thirty days after these Articles become 
effective and their terms shall be staggered so that the two trustees from the 
Charter Township of Canton shall serve for terms expiring on June 30, in the 
years 1974, and 1976, respectively, the two trustees from the Township of 
Van Buren shall serve for terms expiring on June 30 in the years 1975 and 
1976 respectively, and so that the trustees from the Township of Sumpter 
shall serve for terms expiring on June 30 in the years 1979 and 1980 
respectively. Succeeding trustees shall be so appointed on or before the 
fifteenth day of June of each year and shall serve for three-year terms 
beginning on the following July 1 and until their respective successors are 
appointed and qualified. Each trustee shall file his oath of office with the 
clerk of the constituent municipality from which he is appointed. Trustees 
shall serve without compensation but the Board may by majority vote of its 
total membership authorize payment of actual expenses incurred by any 
trustee in connection with the business of the Authority. The members of the 
first Board shall qualify by filing their oaths of office and shall meet for the 
purpose of organization within thirty days after their appointment and 
thereafter the Board shall meet for such purpose on the third Monday in 
July of each year at the time and place fixed for the holding of regular 
meetings. At each such organization meeting the Board shall select a 
Chairman and a Vice-Chairman, who shall be members of the Board, and a 
Secretary and a Treasurer who may but need not be members of the Board. 
The offices of Secretary and Treasurer may be combined and held by one 
person if so provided in the By-Laws. Such officers shall serve until the next 
annual organization meeting and until their respective successors shall be 
selected and qualified. Failure to hold meetings or appoint or select trustees 
or officers as herein provided shall not render invalid any action taken by 
the Board or its officers. No appointment of any trustee or election of any 
officer, and no action taken at any meeting, shall be invalid because it did 
not occur within or at the time specified in these Articles. Any member of the 
Board may be removed for cause at any time by majority vote of the 
legislative body which appointed him. Any officer of the Board may be 
removed a t any time by ma jority vote of the total membership of the Board. 


ARTICLE VIII 

In the event of a vacancy on the Board, the legislative body of the con- 
stituent municipality which appointed the trustee whose position has 
become vacant shall fill the vacancy for the unexpired term. In the event of a 
vacancy in any office of the Board, such vacancy shall be filled by the Board 
for the unexpired term. In case of the temporary absence or disability of any 
officer, the Board may appoint some person temporarily to act in his s*ead 
except that in the event of the temporary absence or disability of the 
Chairman, the Vice-Chairman shall so act. 

# 

ARTICLE IX 

Regular meetings of the Board shall be held at such time and place as shall 
be prescribed by resolution or in the By-Laws of the Board. Special meetings 
of the Board may be called by the Chairman or any four members thereof, 
by serving written notice of the time, place and purpose thereof, upon each 
member of the Board personally, or by leaving it at his place of residence, at 
least twenty-four hours prior to the time of such meeting, or by depositing 
the same in a United States Post Office or mail box within the limits of the 
Authority, at least seventy-two hours prior to the time of such meeting, 
enclosed in a sealed envelope properly addressed to him at his home or 
office address, with postage fully prepaid Special meetings of the Board at 
which all members are present shall be deemed to be valid even though no 
written notice thereof may have been given as above provided. Any member 
of the Board may waive notice of any meeting either before or after the 
holding thereof and written consent to any action taken by the Board shall 
have the same effect as if the consenting member had been present and had 
voted in favor of such action At least four members of the Board shall be 
required for a quorum The Board shall act by motion, resolution or or- 
dinance. For the passage of any resolution or ordinance providing for the 
issuance of bonds there shall be required the affirmative vote of at least four 
members of the Board For all other actions, a majority vote of those present 
shall be sufficient for passage, unless otherwise provided herein or in the 


By-Laws. The Board shall have the right to adopt By-Laws and rules 
governing its procedure which are not in conflict with the terms of any 
statute or of these Articles. The Board shall keep a journal of its 
proceedings, which shall be signed by the Secretary. All votes shall be 
“Yeas” and “Nays”, except that where the vote is unanimous, it shall only 
be necessary to so state. Each member shall be required to vote upon all 
matters unless he shall be disqualified therefrom. No member may vote 
upon any matter in which he has a personal interest. No trustee shall have 
any financial interest in any contract with the Authority. 


ARTICLE X 

The Chairman of the Board shall be the presiding officer thereof. In the I 
absence or disability of the Chairman, the Vice-Chairman shall perform the I 
duties of the Chairman. The Secretary shall be the recording officer of the I 
Board. The Treasurer shall be custodian of the funds of the Authority and I 
shall give to it a bond conditioned upon the faithful performance of the I 
duties of his office. The cost of said bond shall be paid by the Authority. All I 
monies shall be deposited in a bank or banks, to be disignated by the Board, I 
and all checks or other forms of withdrawal therefrom shall be signed by I 
two officers of the Board as shall be designated in the By-Laws or by I 
resolution of the Board. The officers of the Board shall have such other I 
powers and duties as may be conferred upon them by the Board. The Board I 
shall prior to December 15 of each year, prepare, adopt and file with the I 
legislative bodies of the constituent municipalities, an annual budget for the I 
next fiscal year covering the proposed expenditures to be made for the I 
organizing and operating of the Authority, and for the necessary funds I 
required from each constituent municipality for the next fiscal year. 

ARTICLE XI 

The Authority shall have power to acquire property necessary for its I 
purpose by purchase, construction, lease, gift, devise or condemnation, I 
either within or without its corporate limits, and may hold, manage, control. I 
sell, exchange or lease such property. For the purpose of condemnation it I 
may proceed under the provisions oi Act 149, Public Acts of Michigan, 1911, I 
as now or hereafter amended, or any other appropriate statute. 

ARTICLE Xn 

The Authority and its constituent municipalities may enter into a contract I 
or contracts providing for the acquisition, purchase, construction, im- I 
provement, enlargement, extension, operation and financing of a water I 
system or a sewage disposal system or any part thereof as authorized and I 
provided in the enabling act. The Authority may, subject to the prior ap- I 
proval of the constituent municipalities, enter into contracts with any non- I 
constituent city, village or township for the furnishing of water or sewage I 
disposal service by any sewage disposal facilities owned or operated py the I 
Authority, which contract shall provide for reasonable charges or rates for I 
such service furnished. No contracts shall be for a period exceeding forty I 
years.’ 

ARTICLE Xin 

For the purpose of obtaining funds for the acquisition, purchase, con- I 
struction, improvement, enlargement or extension of a sewage disposal I 
system or any part thereof, the Authority may, upon ordinance or I 
resolution duly adopted by the Board, issue its negotiable bonds, secured by I 
contractual full faith and credit pledges of each contracting municipality, in I 
accordance with and subject to the provisionsof the enabling act. 

ARTICLE XIV 

The Board shall have power to secure all necessary services and to hire all I 
necessary officers and employees to carry out the functions of the Authority I 
and to fix the compensation therefor: Provided, however, that no officer or I 
employee of any constituent municipality shall receive any compensation I 
from the Authority except by the unanimous vote of the total membership of I 
the Board. 

ARTICLE XV 

The Board shall cause an annual audit to be made of its financial tran- I 
sactions by an independent certified public accountant and shall furnish at I 
least five copies thereof to each constituent municipality. 

ARTICLE XVI 

These Articles shall be published once in the Community Crier, The Canton I 
Eagle and The Belleville Enterprise and Legal Times, newspapers having I 
general circulation within the territorial limits of the Authority, and one I 
printed copy of the Articles, certified as a true copy thereof, with the date I 
and place of publication, shall be filed with both the Secretary of State and I 
the Clerk of the County of Wayne within thirty days after the execution I 
thereof has been completed. The Township Clerk of the Township of Van I 
Buren is hereby designated as the person to cause these Articles to be I 
published, certified and filed as aforesaid. In the event he shall be unable to I 
act or shall neglect to act, then the Township Clerk of the Charter Township I 
of Canton shall act in his stead. 

ARTICLE XVII 

This Authority shall become effective upon the filing of certified copies of I 
these Articles as provided in the preceding Article. 

ARTICLE XVIII 

These Articles of Incorporation may be amended at any time so as to I 
permit any other municipality to become a constituent municipality of this I 
Authority, if such amendment and the Articles of Incorporation as so 
amended are adopted by the legislative body of such other municipality and 
if such amendment is adopted by the legislative body of each constituent I 
municipality of which the Authority is composed. Other amendments may 
be made to these Articles of Incorporation at any time if adopted by the 
legislative body of each constituent municipality of which the Authority is 
composed. Any such amendment shall be endorsed, published and certified, 
and printed copies thereof filed in the same manner as the original Articles 
of Incorporation, except that the filed and printed copies shall be certified by 
the recording officer of this Authority. 

These Articles have been adopted by the several incorporating 

municipalities, as hereinafter set forth in the following endorsements, and 

in witness whereof the Supervisor and Clerk of the Charter Township of 
Canton and the Supervisors and Clerks of the Townships of Van Buren and 
Sumpter have endorsed thereon the statement of such adoption. 

The foregoing Articles of Incorporation as amended were adopted by the 
Township Board of the Township of Canton, Wayne County, Michigan at a 
meeting duly held on the 9 day of May, 1978.

The season 's here - 
so, 'think rhubarb'

Hear ye, hear ye — 'tis now the 
season for rhubarb, rhubarb, 
rhubarb. Like its cousin, the tomato, 
and its garden neighbor, the zuc- 
chini, rhubarb arrives in rich, thick 
and plentiful quantities. 

And in the event you have a plant 
or two in your own yard or are being 
besieged with it from your gar- 
dening friends, we’ve compiled a 
few recipes to help dwindle that 
supply. 

Being an inveterate recipe 
collector I am therefore, well sup- 
plied with just about anything which 
might deal with the current 
productivity of fruits and vegetables 
and the availability of meats, fish, 
poultry, etc. 

I came across this easy-to-do cake 
a few year’s ago. Since it calls for a 
cake mix, it should be ideal for 
working \yomen to toss together for 
a quick dessert. 

Rhubarb Cake 

1 small cake mix, white or yellow 
3 cups rhubarb, cut into half-inch 
chunks 
1 cup sugar 
juice of one lemon 
grated rind of one lemon 

Prepare cake mix as directed on 
package. Pour batter into well 
greased and floured pan (size in- 
dicated on cake mix package.) Mix 
cut up rhubarb, sugar, lemon juice 
and rind in a sauce pan. Cook until 
rhubarb is well done. Pour mixture 
over cake batter; bake according to 
package directions. Serve plain, 
with ice cream or whipped cream. 

Rhubarb-Cherry Pie 

3 cups rhubarb, cut into Vi inch 
pieces 

1 can (l pound) pitted tart red 
cherries, drained 
IV4 cups sugar 
V4 cup quick-cooking tapioca 
5 drops red food coloring 

1 recipe for 2-crust pie 

Combine ingredients, except 
pastry ; let stand 15 minutes. Line 9- 
inch pie plate with pastry; add 
filling. Adjust top crust; flute edge. 
Bake in 400 degree oven for 40 to 50 
minutes. Serve while still warm. 

Rosy Rhubarb Swirls 

IVi cups sugar 

Vi cup cranberry juice cocktail 
V 4 cup water 

3*6 cups rhubarb, cut into ^-inch 
pieces 

2 cups biscuit mix 
Vi teaspoon nutmeg 

1 tablespoon cooking oil 
One-third to Vz cup milk 

2 tablespoons soft butter or 
margarine 

Combine 1 cup sugar, cranberry 
juice and water in saucepan. Bring 
to boll; boil 1 minute. Put half of 
rnubarb in greased 8x8x2" pan. 
Combine biscuit mix, 2 tablespoons 
sugar and nutmeg. Add oil andmilk 
to make soft dough; knead lightly on 
floured surface. Roll into 9” square. 
Spread with butter; sprinkle with 
remaining rhubarb and 4 
tablespoons sugar. Roll as Jelly roll; 
seal; cut into 9 slices. Place slices, 
cut side up, over rhubarb in pan 
Pour over cranberry syrup ; sprinkle 
with 2 tablespoons sugar. Bake in 425 


oven for 25 to 30 minutes. Serve 
warm. Makes 9 servings. 

Rhubarb Ambrosia 

Betty 

5 cups rhubarb, cut into Vfe-inch 
pieces 

1% cups sugar 
1 tablespoon flour 
V 4 teaspoon salt 

1 Vz teaspoon grated orange rind 
sections from l orange, cubed 
4 cups bread cubes 
Vi cup melted butter or margarine 
Vi cup flaked or shredded coconut 

Mix together rhubarb, sugar, 
flour, salt, ? 4 teaspoon orange rind 
and fruit Add 2 £ups bread cubes 
and Va cup butter; mix. Put into 
greased 8x2x2" pan. Combine 
remaining bread cubes, butter, 
orange rind and coconut. Sprinkle 
over top of rhubarb. Bake in 375 
degree oven about 40 minutes, until 
browned. Serve warm. Makes 6 to 8 
servings. 

Rhubarb Crunch 

CRUMB TOPPING: 

1 cup flour 

cup uncooked rolled oats 
1 cup brown sugar, firmly packed 
Vi cup melted butter or margarine 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 


4 cups diced rhubarb 

1 cup sugar 

2 tablespoons cornstarch 

1 cup water 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

Whipped cream (optional) 

Mix together crumb topping 
ingredients until crumbly. Press 
half of crumbs in greased 9" layer 
pan. Cover with rhubarb. In small 
saucepan combine: sugar, corn- 
starch, water and vanilla. Cook, 
stirring, until thick and clear. Pour 
over rhubarb. Top with remaining 
crumbs. Bake in 350 degree oven for 
1 hour. Cut in squares and serve 
warm ; plain or with whipped cream. 
Makes 8 servings. 

How to 
freeze rhubarb 

And, finally, if you’re just not able 
to take care of all that fresh 
rhubarb, get it ready for the freezer 
and a later-date cooking session. 
Here’s how to freeze rhubarb. 

Wash, trim and cut rhubarb into 1 
to 2 inch pieces. Scald for l minute in 
boiling water. Cool 1 minute in cold 
water. Drain Well. When thoroughly 
drained, pack into plastic con- 
tainers, seal well and mark with the 
portion each contains. Try not to put 
odd sizes (over or under 1 or 2 
cupsful in each so that when ready to 
use, you will have either the 2 or 4 
cups that most recipes require.

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The American Family is in 
distress, and crucial to its survival 
in today’s society is getting rid of 
ideas inherent in the "Ozzie and 
Harriet" phenomenon and "Peter 
Pan nursery schools." 

“A family is a motley crew of 
people of changing moods in which 
not everybody always loves 
everybody else," said Dr. Paul 
Pearsall, author and family 
therapist at the recent 27th annual 
Young Child Conference, sponsored 
by the Michigan Council of 
Cooperative Nurseries and 
Michigan State University. 

A family therapist at Sinai 
Hospital in Detroit for seven years, 
he noted that the American divorce 
rate has increased 700 percent since 
1900 and that in the near future a full 
49 out of 50 children will live in a 


family unit different from the 
traditional mother-father setting. 

"No family is stronger than its 
weakest twosome, whether its 
husband and wife, father and son or 
whatever," he added. 

Dr. Pearsall said one of the prime 
pressures on the family system 
today was stress on these "paired 
bond" relationships, largely due to 
the "new violence," failure of the 
schools and pervasive myths about 
sexuality and parenting. 

“Our violent vocabularies reveal 
that it's suspicious to be soft or 
vulnerable," he explained. "Our 
schools undermine parental con- 
fidence by sending homes notes only 
when children have done something 
bad, and nursery schoQls use ‘cute’ 
teaching materials instead of 
training children for reality."

The "American Paradox," he 
noted, is that society expects 
children to be better behaved and 
more rational than it expects adults 
to be. 

The therapist said American men 
and women tended to deny their 
sexuality, vulnerability and physical 
health — three areas of interest in 
today’s family research. 

Concerned with today’s stress on 
independence instead of in- 
terdependence and a lack of 
guidelines due to the "twilight of 
morality," researchers also are 
interested in how willing family 
members are to express the depth 
and range of their feelings with each 
other. 

Dr. Pearsall’s suggestions for 
individuals included parents 
developing a willingness to express 
love in front of children and for 
mothers to examine their sense of 
identity. 

"Motherhood is not instinctual," 
he said. "And it’s a myth that 
women with families do not have as 
much interest in sex as single 
women." 

To minimize pressures on the 
family Dr. Pearsall advocated 
replacing motherhood with 
parenthood and taking a look at 
overly rigid family traditions. 

"If the family is to survive, it must 
improve society and not expect 
society to improve it," he said.

Kielty 's last put turns the tide 


Though they encountered some 
unexpected turbulence in the form of 
a sudden dow npour and ‘‘though the 
script wasn’t the way we had 
originally wrote it,” according to 
Coach Fred Price, Uvonia Churchill 
thinclads came through under 
pressure to w in the Gass A Regional 
Track & Field Championships held 
Saturday at Farmington High. 

The meet was delayed nearly an 
hour because of a rain storm which 
started around 4 p.m. and led to 
slower results in its wake. 

Churchill, which has always been 
a key figure in track, has come close 
to winning the regional twice when 
the Chargers finished second best. 
They have also finished third three 
times since 1970 when the school 
doors were first opened. 

Price’s athletes had a narrow 38^ 
to 37 3-1 victory over North Far- 
mington. And Price pointed out that 
the sterling performance by senior 
Walt Kielty was the decisive factor 
in the outcome of the meet 

“We were trailing by four points 
and awaiting the results of the final 
event, the shot put,” explained 
Price. ‘‘Dave was down to his last 
throw and trailed Salem’s Bob 
Dasher. Dave managed to throw the 
shot 53 feet, 10 inches. 

The sudden rains added to the 
suspense as track officials an- 




nounced that the shot put com- 
petition would be continued indoors. 

After everything was set up inside 
the school’s gym, the officials 
suddenly reversed their decision and 
decided that the weather had im- 
proved and conditions were 
favorable to finish the meet out of 
doore. 

Kielty, under pressure throughout 
the entire meet, heaved the shot 53 
feet, 10 inches, edlpsing Salem’s 
Bob Dasher’s effort of 53 feet, 2*^ 
inches to move into fourth place 
which gave the Chargers the needed 
points to put them over the top. 

“We a re very happy to win,” said 
Price. ‘There were surprises in our 
script, but we got what we needed 


and that gave up the victory.” 

Price explained that the surprises 
were in the area where he figured 
some kids would finish first or 
second -and didn’t - and some were 
not expected to contribute points and 
did. 

“We scored in 10 of 16 events and 
it’s kind of unusual because 
everyone who scored has qualified to 
run in the state meet,” Price noted 

The state finals, incidentally, will 
be staged June 3 at Flint Nor- 
thwestern (Gass A); the Gass B 
finalists will meet on the same day 
but at Marysville. 

Churchill managed to win the 440- 
yard relay regional crown with a 
team made up of Chuck Watkins, 


Bob Monohan, Joe Stchur and Doran 
Mason The foursome was clocked in 
44.88 and held off a strong late surge 
put up by the North Farmington 
lineup 

Price had the winning com- 
bination for the 88-yard relay, a 
team that is completedly composed 
of underclassmen. The Chargers 
went with Tom Goslin, Bob Monoha, 
Austin Ryan and Mason who were 
clocked in 1:32.9. 

Kielty, who was hurting from an 
ankle injury, was charged with two 
fouls in the discus and managed to 
come back with a toss of 155 feet, 10 
inches to earn a silver medal and

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Ameen makes champ sweat 

Exhibition confrontation sparks cliffhanger 


Most of us only dream of reaching a height in sports and 
athletics where we can challenge a world champ. 

But for Bob Ameen, a member of the Associated Newspapers’ 
editorial staff who just happens to be a professional three- 
cushion player with 30 years seniority and a winner of the United 
States Open in the sport 1 (1971), the dream came true recently. 

Ameen failed this year to qualify for the world’s tournament 
held the first part of May in Las Vegas. 

But, as luck would have it, the winner of the world’s tour- 
nament, Raymond Ceulemans of Belgium, not only this year but 
for the past 15 of 16 years, came through the Detroit area on an 
exhibition tour and Ameen was one of those who was singled out 
to play Ceulemans. 

Ceulemans is regarded as the greatest billiard player in the 
history of the sport Many rate him above the legendary cue 
artists of the past including the legendary Willie Hoppe 

But, Ameen was faced with one of the toughest challenges of 
his life: he had to play the champion on an imported Japanese 
billiard table which he was unfamiliar with and which 
Ceulemans had won the world’s championship on in Tokyo last 
year. 

TTie Cushion ‘n’ Cue, scene of the exhibition and the largest 
billiard room in the Detroit Metropolitan area, bought the table 
a year ago right after the Tokyo competition ended and installed 
it on their premises. 

Ray Abrams, owner of the room in Oak Park and other rooms 
in Allen Park, Livonia and Waterford, fell in love with the far 
superior Japanese table when he witnesses the world tour- 
nament in Tokyo. So he had it shipped to Oak Park 

Because the Japanese table played so much differently than 
American tables —sharper angles and faster cushions — many 
of the top American players, including Ameen, chose not to 
practice on it for fearing of harming their play in tournaments 
held in this country. 

So, Ameen practiced a few hours prior to playing Ceulemans 
in an effort to familiarize himself with its play. He knew that 
•everal weeks actually was needed, but he figured that some 
practice was better than none at all. 

Ameen scheduled to play the world champion W'ednesday, 
third and the final day of the champ’s three-day stay in Oak 
Park. Monday, he saw the champion make mincemeat out of 


Luis Campos of Chicago, a top-ranked American player who 
recently came to the United States from Mexico. He drubbed the 
Mexican 60-39. 

Tuesday night, Ceulemans ripped Mike Donelly of Monroe, 
Michigan, another top American competitor, by the score of 60- 
36 in 35 innings. (A billiard per inning i$ considered excellent 
play.) 

In Las Vegas, Ceulemans had established a multitude of 
records, including an amazing 1.679 billiards per inning average 
that wiped all previous records from the books. 

In all fairness to the great American players of the past, the 
European rules under which contemporary world tournaments 
are played do not permit safety play as done in years past, thus 
increasing a player's average by a considerable margin 

In the first two games at Las Vegas, Ceulemans had 
demolished two of American’s best three-cushion artists -“ 
Boston Shorty” Johnson of Sommerville, Mass., and Frank 
Torres of Los Angeles, Calif. “Shorty” amassed the grand total 
of 10 points to the champs’ 60. whileTorres succumbed, 60-14. 

In sweeping to his first two victories, the Belgian scored 120 
points in a phenomenal 53 innings, considerably more than two 
billiards per inning and eclipsing the average for any two 
consecutive games ever played 

When Ameen stepped up to play Ceulemans on his own type of 
equipment, knowing how badly the champion had wiped out all 
of his opposition and realizing his ow n potential, he had no idea 
how many points he would tally against the billiard’s master He 
did know one thing, though: he was going to play his darnest to 
upset the international figure 

Imagin Ameen’s surprise and that of the world's champ when 
after the first few innings, he had moved into the lead 19-6. The 
Belgian then poured on the steam, left Arneen so safely behind 
that he the local artist failed to score in 11 consecutive innings 

While Ceulemans began to score rapidly, recording runs of 9, 
8, and 8, Ameen knew he was in trouble, but kept plugging away 
He failed to run over four in any inning, but he was making 
billiards at a faster and more consistent pace. 

At the end, Ceulemans registered his 60 billiards ion a com- 
mendable 49 innings, while Ameen ended with 49 points, more 
than any of the previous challengers. Ameen’s average of one 
per inning against such a formidable player earned for him a 
round of applause and the respect of the world champ.
